Anger over closure 

Town hall voices unite to fight bed cuts at Alberta Hospital

Hundreds spoke together 
as one collective voice 
last night, in an effort to 
change the fate of Alberta 
Hospital. 

“WeTe not an asylum, 
weTe not the housing insti¬ 
tution of years gone by, 
weTe an integral part of 
the psychiatric services in 
our region,” said Alberta 
Hospital psychiatrist Dr. 
Krista Leicht. 

Recently, Alberta Health 
Services president Dr. 
Stephen Duckett an¬ 
nounced the impending 
closure of as many as 300 


beds, pushing “low-risk” 
patients into established 
community programs. 

Plans to renovate two ag¬ 
ing buildings on the hospi¬ 
tal’s property were aban¬ 
doned in the days before 
the provincial deficit an¬ 
nouncement. 

Both decisions were 
made without public con¬ 
sultation. 

Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees officials say 
the surprise moves are 
budget-based, and may be 
an indication of closure in 
the hospital’s future. 

Last night’s town hall 
meeting was an effort to 
put pressure on the govern¬ 
ment to reverse the deci-

sion, AUPE spokesman 
Mark Wells said. 

Former patients publicly 
credited their lives to the 
facility last night. 

Mental health advocate 
Michael Butler, whose wife 
was murdered by his men¬ 
tally ill brother in 2007, 
pleaded with attendees to 
advocate for change. 

“This is ridiculous. The 
government has to step up 


for the communities we 
live in,” he said. 

Duckett recently made a 
commitment to keep bod¬ 
ies in beds until communi¬ 
ty resources are in place. 
Resources, AUPE officials 
say, don’t exist. 

“Theoretical, not-yet- 
built so-called community 
beds aren’t the answer,” 
NDP MLA Rachel Notley 
said. 

The group feels if pa¬ 
tients are pushed out, 
many will end up in the ju¬ 
dicial system or as a danger 
to themselves. 

Of 1,700 patients admit¬ 
ted last year, 1,100 were 
readmitted. Demand al¬ 
ready exceeds resources.

CRIME A St. Albert man is 
facing charges after border

Keny Glen Avey, 45, is 
charged with possession 
and importation of child 
pornography. 

He was referred for sec- 
ondaiy examination by 
Canada Border Services 
staff after arriving at the 
Edmonton International 
Airport from Thailand via 
San Francisco last Wednes¬ 
day around 11 p.m.

SAFETY Forget about sneaky 
photo-radar vans, the city 
is unleashing four bright, 
white and attention-grab¬ 
bing ones that are, well, 
meant to get drivers’ atten¬ 
tion. 

“When they first see 
these vehicles, we want 
them to think about traffic 
safety,” said Dan Jones, 
with Edmonton Trans¬ 
portation’s office of traffic 
safety. “We want it to be 
overt. We want it to be ed¬ 
ucational. We want the 
awareness to be out there.” 

The “Safe Speed” vans, 
which come with state-of- 
the-art photo-radar equip¬ 
ment more advanced than 
ones currently in place in 
the city, aren’t meant to 
catch speeders on high¬ 
ways or busy streets. 

Instead, they will be 
present in playground ar¬ 
eas, residential areas, and 
school and construction 
zones. Anyone who’d like 
the van present in one of 
their communities can 
simply request it and the 
community will be put on 
a waiting list. 


Construction worker 
Bob Sioux, 55, hopes the 
van does the trick in slow¬ 
ing down speeders in areas 
where he works. 

“We see a lot of traffic all 
the time, so that’s our 


main concern and I hope 
this makes it safer for us to 
work,” Sioux said. 

The vans are part of a pi¬ 
lot program, which, if suc¬ 
cessful, will see more vans 
added in the future.

Free speech rights 
upheld on Internet 

Hate message ban 'unconstitutional': Tribunal 


A ruling from a Canadian 
Human Rights Tribunal 
member says a controver¬ 
sial law banning Internet 
hate messages is unconsti¬ 
tutional because it violates 
free speech protections. 

Athanasios Hadjis ruled 
yesterday that section 13 of 
the Canadian Human 
Rights Act violates Charter 
protections. 

While this decision does¬ 
n’t throw out the law — 
that’s something for the 
courts — it did let accused 
hatemonger Marc Lemire 
off the hook, because Hadjis 
refused to penalize him or 
order him to stop posting 
his messages. If the example

members, it could mean an 
end to section 13 cases.

acquitted under the censor¬ 


ship provisions of the Cana¬ 
dian Human Rights Act.

Hate accusations are filed 
with the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission. If it 
finds them valid, they are

'Innocent' 
of charges, 
says Bryant 

TORONTO A former Ontario 
attorney general facing 
criminal charges in the 
death of a bicycle courier 
declared his innocence yes¬ 
terday as family and 
friends of the cyclist, Darcy 
Allan Sheppard, mourned a 
man who they said was fry¬ 
ing to put a troubled past 
behind him. 

Michael Bryant, 43, also 
stepped down as CEO of In¬ 
vest Toronto, a brand-new 
corporation tasked with at¬ 
tracting investment to the 
city. “Let me be clear: I am 
innocent of the very 
serious accusations made 
against me,” he said in a 
letter to his boss, Toronto 
Mayor David Miller. 

Bryant was charged Tues¬ 
day with criminal 
negligence causing death 
and dangerous operation 
of a motor vehicle causing 
death. 

Police say Sheppard 
grabbed onto a car Monday 
night in Toronto’s tony 
Yorkville district following 
an altercation with the 
driver. The driver drove 
away with Sheppard hang¬ 
ing on. He then fell and 
suffered fatal injuries, po¬ 
lice said.

Magnitude 7-0 quake rocks Indonesian island; tsunami warning called off

AFGHANISTAN A Taliban sui¬ 
cide bomber attacked offi¬ 
cials leaving a mosque east 
of Kabul yesterday, killing 
the countiy’s deputy intelli¬ 
gence chief and 23 other 
people in a major blow to 
Afghanistan’s security 
forces. A Taliban spokesman 
claimed responsibility for 
the bombing, which hap¬ 
pened as Afghan dignitaries 
were leaving a mosque after 
Ramadan ceremonies. 

The bomber approached 
the crowd on foot and deto¬ 
nated an explosive belt, 
killing 23 people, including 
Abdullah Laghmani, deputy 
chief of Afghanistan’s Na¬ 
tional Directorate for Securi¬ 
ty and the target of the at¬ 
tack, according to provincial 
spokesman Sayed Ahmad 
Safi.

At least 44 people were 
killed and dozens were 
missing after a strong 
earthquake rocked south¬ 
ern Indonesia, unleashing 
mudslides that buried vil¬ 
lagers in their homes, dis¬ 
aster management 
officials said yesterday. 

At least 110 people were 
hospitalized after the 7.0 
magnitude quake just off 
the coast of the densely 
populated Java island. Dis¬ 
aster Management Agency 
spokesman Priyadi Kardono 
said, adding that 10 of them 
were in critical condition. 

The afternoon tremor 
caused heavy damage 
across West Java province, 
where 700 buildings were 
severely damaged or top¬ 
pled. Most of the deaths 
and injuries were caused by 
falling debris or collapsed 


walls and rooftops. 

A village in Cianjur dis¬ 
trict was hit by a landslide. 


buiying dozens under tons 
of rock and mud. At least 10 
bodies were recovered and 


villagers were digging in 
search of around 40 people 
listed as missing, Kardono 
said. 

The prolonged shaking 
from the quake, which the 
Indonesian Meteorological 
and Geophysics Agency put 
at a stronger 7.3, was felt 
hundreds kilometres away 
on the neighbouring resort 
island of Bali. 

In the capital, Jakarta, 
190 kilometres away, thou¬ 
sands of panicked office 
workers flooded out of 
swa 5 dng skyscrapers onto 
the streets, some of them 
screaming. 

The Disaster Manage¬ 
ment Agency said at least 
44 people died. With sever¬ 
al dozen reported missing, 
officials said they feared the 
death toll would rise.

ISLAMABAD Suspected mili¬ 
tants opened fire on a vehi¬ 
cle cariying Pakistan’s reli¬ 
gious affairs minister yester¬ 
day, wounding him and 
kiUing his driver in a brazen 
attack in the heart of Islam¬ 
abad. 

Hamid Saeed Kazmi had 
been critical of militants 
blamed for scores of attacks 
in Pakistan over the last 
three years.

were on high alert amid 
fears of revenge attacks by 
Taliban militants following 
the Aug. 5 killing of their 
leader, Baitullah Mehsud, in 
a CIA missile strike.

n matters of money, is 
your ideal mate frugal 
or frivolous? The an¬ 
swer may be itemized 
in your own credit card 
statement. 

Researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan’s Ross 
School of Business who sur¬ 
veyed 1,000 married and 
unmarried adults identified 
a tendency for skinflints 
and squanderers to seek 
each other out. 


The more unhappiness 
respondents reported with 
their particular monetary 
kink, whether it was over¬ 
spending or oversaving, the 
more they were attracted to 
the other extreme. In this 
case, it seems opposites re¬ 
ally do attract, and, as even 
a non-scientist might pre¬ 
dict, that’s trouble. 

Take the typical couple’s 
set-tos over money matters 
then add the irritant of one 
partner obsessively build¬ 
ing a nest egg the other 
seems intent on poaching. 
Stir vigorously and duck.

Runner’s gender testing tests prejudices

When the world poked 
and prodded at prodigious 
South African runner Cast¬ 
er Semenya, musing 
whether she was a he, I as¬ 
sumed feminists would 
universally come to her aid 
— not so. 

Take Germaine Greer, 
who advocated sexual lib¬ 
eration in her book The Fe¬ 
male Eunuch, yet once op¬ 
posed the appointment of 
a transwoman colleague 
to a fellowship at a wo¬ 
men’s college because she 
used to be male, and 
named a chapter in one of 
her books “Pantomime 


Dames.” 

She wrote this about the 
gender-ambiguous in the 
Guardian two weeks ago: 
“Nowadays we are all like¬ 
ly to meet people who 
think they are women, 
have women’s names, and 
feminine clothes and lots 
of eyeshadow, who seem to 
us to be some kind of 
ghastly parody, though it 
isn’t polite to say so.” 

Funny ... as a biological 
female I often feel like a 
ghastly parody — my 
curves not globular 
enough; too much makeup 
or not enough. Men, 
women and in-between all 
fear they don’t resemble 
their idealized images. 

Woe be to the individu¬ 
als whom genetic roulette 
places on the middle of a 
continuous spectrum 
somewhere between male 
and female. We’ve learned 
to tolerate most eveiy kind 


of change in stride (poli¬ 
tics, religion, lifestyles), 
but not gender-bending. 

The historical outcome 
of gender testing, before it 
was discontinued in 1999, 
was mostly a bunch of 
identity crises when fe¬ 
male athletes learned they 
had chromosomal disor¬ 
ders. Most recently, India’s 
Santhi Soundarajan was 
stripped of her Asian 
Games silver medal in 2006 
after she was found to have 
androgen insensitivity syn¬ 
drome, in which a genetic 
male appears female be¬ 
cause the body is resistant 
to male hormones. 

Poor girls. Never mind 
the garbage that passed as 
evidence of maleness in 
the media (Semenya dis¬ 
likes dresses, dolls and ro¬ 
mantic movies, her friends 
and relatives say) — mere¬ 
ly being athletically com¬ 
petitive is a transgressive 


act that thrusts women in¬ 
to a man’s world. If anyone 
should have understood, it 
was Semenya’s colleagues, 
but they, too, turned 
against her. 

“These kinds of people 
should not run with us. For 
me, she’s not a woman. 
She’s a man,” accused Ital¬ 
ian Elisa Piccione, who fin¬ 
ished sixth to Semenya. 

Luckily for Semenya, her 
urine test results showed 
high but acceptable testos¬ 
terone levels. Soundarajan, 
shamed into giving up a 
promising career, told 
Time magazine the experi¬ 
ence left her “physically 
and mentally broken.” She 
had advice for Semenya, 
too: “A gender test cannot 
take away from you who 
you are.”

Drain and pat 
diy with paper towels. Cut 
into 2-inch lengths and set 
aside in large bowl.

Thread chicken pieces 
onto 8 metal or presoaked 
wooden skewers and sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper.

The white rules 

Some exceptions to wearing white after Labour Day
